The rejection of Senators Hill and Mil- 


ate, is urged by a colored delezation under 
the lead of a Mr. Turner, as well as by the 
white delegation, at the head of which.is 
Governor Bullock. The cvlored men base 
their opposition. it would seem, more upon 
personal grounds of indignation against 
the Democratic party for what they term 
its base ingratitude than on the ineligibil- 
ity of the candidates by reason of any 
provisions in the reconstruction laws. The 
Senators who are now seeking admission, 
they contend, were elected by the help of 
colored yotes in the Georgia i egisiature; 
but afterwards the party to which they be- 
long, forgetting the service thus rendered, 
turned round and expelled their faithful and 
too confiding allies. The influence at work 
in favor of Messrs. Hill and Miller is of 
such an important and respectable charac- 
ter that it is thonght the Judiciary Com- 
mittee cannot, with much show of reason, 
report adversely against them.
